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THE  STUDY  OF  DIES  AND  ITS  IMPORTANCE 
ILLUSTRATED  BY  THE  ROMAN 
REPUBLICAN  COINAGE.

Each  stage  in  the  production  of  a  coin  in  ancient  times  was  performed  manually 
and  it  is  likely  that  few  coins  left  the  mint  which  were  identical  in  every  respect. 
The  number  of  ancient  coins  which  have  survived  to  the  present  day  is  probably 
greater  than  is  generally  realised  but  they  still  represent  only  a  small  proportion 
of  the  number  struck  and  the  chance  of  two  having  the  same  size  and  shaped  flan, 
the  centering  and  alignment  of  the  dies  and  the  pattern  of  wear  of  both  being  the 
same  is  very  remote.  These  differences  which  enable  a  collector  to  distinguish 
easily  between  his  own  coins  and  specimens  of  the  same  coin  belonging  to  others  are 
otherwise  of  little  interest.  Of  far  greater  importance  once  its  implications  were 
realised  is  that  the  dies  from  which  ancient  coins  were  struck  were  engraved  by  hand. 
To  produce  a  large  issue  several  dies  may  be  required  but  whereas  it  is  usually 
impossible  to  distinguish  between  dies  in  modern  coins,  ancient  coins  produced 
from  different  dies  are  generally  not  difficult  to  distinguish  unless  badly  worn. 

Much  of  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  our  knowledge  of  ancient  coins 
has  been  possible  only  by  carrying  out  a  close  study  of  the  dies. 

Because  the  reverse  or  hammer  die  received  more  wear  and  consequently  had  a 
shorter  life  than  the  anvil  die,  it  was  realised  quite  early  that  a  series  of  coins  could 
be  arranged  chronologically  by  their  die  pairings.  This  is  shown  diagrammatically 
below: 


Reverse  die  a  was  originally  used  with  obverse  die  A  until  it  was  necessary  due  to 
wear  to  replace  it  with  die  b.  Before  another  reverse  die  was  needed  obverse  die  A 
came  to  the  end  of  its  useful  life  and  was  replaced  with  die  B  which  was  then  used 
with  reverse  die  b  and  subsequently  with  dies  c  and  d  until  itself  replaced  by  obverse 
die  C.  Generally  twice  as  many  reverse  dies  were  required  as  obverse  dies. 

Complications  to  the  above  basic  pattern  are  introduced  if  in  the  mint  workshop 
several  dies  of  the  same  type  were  in  simultaneous  use.  Although  by  no  means 
general  in  one  or  two  cases  in  the  Roman  Republican  coinage  where  multiple  dies 
of  the  same  type  were  required  each  die  was  marked  by  a  different  letter  of  the  alpha¬ 
bet.  All  obverses  bearing  the  letter  A  for  instance  would  be  struck  from  the  same  die. 
In  such  cases  by  studying  the  combination  of  letters  on  as  many  coins  as  possible  the 
pattern  emerges  of  how  many  dies  were  in  use  at  the  same  time  and  whether  these 
were  used  indiscriminately  or  in  an  orderly  manner.  The  cases  that  have  been 
investigated  suggest  that  several  dies  were  kept  in  a  die  box  and  that  no  set  plan 
was  followed  in  how  they  were  paired. 

It  sometimes  happened  that  a  die  was  paired  with  another  die  to  which  it  did 
not  belong  (this  still  occasionally  happens  today)  and  coins  produced  in  this  manner 
are  known  as  hybrids.  Where  hybrids  have  been  produced  from  official  dies  and  are 
not  the  work  of  contemporary  forgers  they  show  that  the  two  coins  which  the  hybrid 
represents  were  in  all  likelihood  produced  at  the  same  mint  at  about  the  same  time. 
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An  interesting  hybrid  which  couples  the  reverse  of  a  denarius  of  Caesar  showing 
Aeneas  with  an  obverse  of  the  Pompeian  moneyer  Sicinius  casts  doubts  on  the  Gallic 
mintage  of  the  Caesarian  coin  as  suggested  by  Sydenham. 

One  of  the  tasks  which  still  faces  students  of  the  Republican  coinage,  if  it  can 
be  done,  is  to  arrange  the  annually  appointed  moneyers  in  colleges  in  a  final  and 
indisputable  form.  The  results  based  on  hoards  and  style,  whilst  often  the  only 
evidence  available  are  not  entirely  satisfactory.  A  college  can  sometimes  be  proved 
to  exist  if  the  moneyers  who  form  the  college  share  a  common  die.  From  general 
considerations  Clodius,  Longus,  Varus  and  Regulus  were  thought  to  comprise  a 
college.  1  hat  three  of  these  moneyers  beyond  doubt  belonged  to  the  same  college 
was  demonstrated  by  T.  V.  Buttrey,  Jr.,  by  his  study  of  the  die  links  between  these 
moneyers. 

The  early  Roma/ Victory  didrachms  inscribed  romano  are  unique  amongst  the 
Republican  coinage  in  having  on  the  reverse  a  series  of  single  and  double  Greek 
letters  which  is  unparalleled  except  on  certain  commemorative  dekadrachms  of  the 
Alexandrian  mint.  Opinion  about  the  significance  of  these  letters  differed  but  it  was 
widely  held  that  they  distinguished  between  issues  that  were  produced  annually  and 
that  this  type,  unchanged  except  for  the  letter  was  struck  over  a  period  of  49  years. 
Although  several  reasons  against  such  a  long  duration  to  the  issue  were  given,  the 
death  blow  was  really  made  by  Charles  Hersh  who  from  a  study  of  the  dies  discovered 
that  reverses  of  widely  separated  sequence  letters  were  paired  with  the  same  obverse 
die.  If  the  letters  represent  years  reckoning  the  same  obverse  die  would  have  been 
used  for  as  much  as  thirteen  years.  Surely  Sydenham’s  view  is  nearer  the  truth  that 
the  alphabetical  sequences  indicate  successive  issues  but  that  the  number  of  issues 
produced  in  a  single  year  cannot  be  determined. 

Some  idea  of  how  representative  the  number  of  surviving  specimens  are  of  the 
original  magnitude  of  an  issue  can  be  formed  by  the  ratio  of  dies  represented  to 
coins.  By  this  approach  certain  coins  which  are  very  rare  today  are  shown  to  have 
been  originally  struck  in  great  numbers.  An  example  is  the  famous  eid  mar  denarius 
of  Brutus.  The  two  dozen  or  so  specimens  of  this  coin  distributed  around  the  world 
today  were  struck  from  six  obverse  and  twelve  reverse  dies  and  some  are  so  worn  as 
to  make  die  recognition  impossible.  The  number  of  coins  produced  from  a  die  is  the 
subject  of  a  great  deal  of  discussion  but  that  twelve  reverse  dies  represents  in  excess 
of  one  hundred  thousand  coins  receives  support  from  the  experiments  on  die  life 
carried  out  by  Sellwood  and  it  would  be  fortuitous  if  the  few  coins  which  remain  of 
this  issue  account  for  all  the  dies.  That  so  few  coins  have  survived  from  what  must 
have  been  a  reasonably  large  issue  is  unusual  and  requires  explanation.  The  most 
probable  is  that  because  of  its  offensive  type  it  was  called  in  by  Octavian,  Caesar’s 
great-nephew  who  with  Mark  Antony  defeated  Brutus  and  Cassius  at  Philhpi.  But 
the  same  high  die/coin  ratio  exists  for  other  coins  of  Brutus.  An  Apollo/Victory 
denarius  (Syd.  1294)  which  I  recently  acquired  was  struck  from  a  reverse  die  which 
as  a  first  check  is  easily  recognised  by  the  wreath  which  Victory  holds  having  only 
four  leaves.  From  several  books  and  sales  catalogues  but  without  pursuing  it  further, 
I  was  able  to  examine  seven  further  specimens  of  this  coin  and  found  that  all  eight 
were  struck  from  different  obverse  and  reverse  dies.  The  coins  rarity  today,  again,  is 
certainly  not  because  the  original  issue  was  small. 

By  nature  military  coinages  are  produced  in  large  numbers  yet  curiously  the 
coins  of  the  Marsi  and  other  tribes  who  rebelled  against  Rome  are  today  rare.  The 
sequence  letters  which  appear  on  these  coins  indicate  that  they  were  originally  struck 
in  greater  numbers  than  is  suggested  by  their  rarity  but  a  truer  indication  of  the  extent 
of  the  issue  would  be  obtained  by  studying  the  dies.  That  more  than  one  mint  was 
producing  coins  for  the  anti-Roman  confederation  is  evident  from  the  differences  in 
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style  and  workmanship  which  exist.  Coins  with  Latin  legends  are  generally  assigned 
to  a  mint  in  the  Northern  or  Marsic  territories.  These  are  the  coins  which  are  fre¬ 
quently  modelled  on  contemporary  Roman  issues.  The  mint  or  mints  issuing  coins 
with  Oscan  legends  and  showing  more  originality  in  their  types  are  usually  thought 
to  be  located  in  Samnium.  One  coin  (Syd.  636)  stands  apart  from  the  others  in 
having  a  legend  in  Latin  on  the  obverse  and  in  Oscan  on  the  reverse.  The  types  are 
clearly  borrowed  from  a  Roman  coin  and  it  is  likely  that  despite  the  Oscan  legend  on 
the  reverse  the  coin  was  struck  at  the  Northern  mint.  The  obverse  is  identical  to 
another  coin  in  the  series  (Syd.  617)  which  was  certainly  struck  at  the  Northern 
mint  and  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  if  any  die  links  exist  between  the  two  coins. 

An  old  problem  still  in  need  of  solution  is  presented  by  the  denarii  of  Mark 
Antony  struck  in  honour  of  his  legions  XXIV-XXX.  Coins  were  struck  honouring 
all  his  legions  but  the  genuineness  of  those  for  legions  XXIV-XXX  has  been  seriously 
doubted.  A  formidable  task,  but  if  successful  would  indicate  that  the  coins  of  these 
legions  are  genuine,  would  be  to  closely  examine  the  obverse  dies  of  the  doubtful 
pieces  for  possible  links  with  coins  of  lower  numbered  legions.  If  no  links  were 
discovered  it  would  not  prove  that  the  coins  of  legions  XXIV-XXX  are  not  genuine 
but  we  would  have  to  rely  very  heavily  on  style  and  other  considerations  for  an 
answer. 

By  the  same  reasoning,  the  genuineness  of  any  coin  is  established  which  is  seen 
to  have  been  struck  from  the  same  obverse  or  reverse  die  as  another  coin  known  to 
be  genuine.  In  the  case  of  rare  coins  which  attract  forgers  this  can  be  of  great  im¬ 
portance. 

Most  of  the  general  remarks  about  dies  and  their  significance  made  above  do,  of 
course,  equally  hold  true  for  coins  of  other  periods.  Considerable  advances  have  been 
made  in  Anglo  Saxon  numismatics  by  Michael  Dolley  and  others  through  die  studies. 
The  advantage  which  conclusions  reached  by  the  study  of  dies  have  over  the  sub¬ 
jective  arguments  which  are  often  put  forward  is  that  the  results  are  permanent. 

AN  INTERESTING  OVERSTRIKE.

In  the  collection  of  Mr.  Barry  Clifton,  by  whose  kind  permission  I  am  able  to 
publish  this,  is  a  centenionalis  of  the  Roman  Prince  Constantius  Gallus,  Caesar  a.d. 
351-353,  overstruck  on  a  centenionalis  of  Constantius  II. 

Description  of  second  striking: 

Bronze  (traces  of  silvering).  23  mm. 

Weight:  63  grains. 

Type:  Seaby,  Roman  Coins  and  Their  Values ,  1964,  no.  3955. 

Obv.  Bare-headed,  draped  and  cuir.  bust  r. 

Leg.  D  .  N  .  CONSTANTIVS  NOB  .  CAES. 

Rev.  Soldier  advancing  1.  spearing  fallen  horseman,  s  in  field. 

Leg.  FEL  TEMP  REPARATIO. 

\ Felicium  Temporum  Reparatio — The  restoration  of  good  (lucky)  times]. 

Description  of  first  striking: 

Type:  Seaby,  no.  3904. 

Obv.  Diad.,  draped  and  cuir.  bust  1. 

Leg.  D  .  N  .  CONSTANTIVS  P  .  F  .  AVG. 

Rev.  Emperor  standing  1.,  holding  labarum,  two  captives  at  his  feet. 

Leg.  FEL  TEMP  REPARATIO. 

Obverse  to  reverse  of  second  striking. 
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The  mint  letters  and  much  of  the  legend  of  the  first  striking  have  been  obliterated, 
the  letters  temp  can  be  read  above  the  head  of  the  second  striking,  and  the  Emperor 
holding  the  iabarum  appears  on  this  head. 

Part  of  the  head  of  Constantius  II  is  visible  on  second  reverse  as  well  as  tops  of 
letters  tius  p  .  f  .  avg.  proving  the  coin  to  be  of  Constantius  II,  rather  than  Constans 
who  also  struck  this  type. 

The  Centenionalis  was  a  new  coin,  first  issued  in  346  a.d.  according  to  Seaby, 
but  said  by  Mattingly  in  his  Roman  Coins  to  have  been  first  issued  in  348  a.d.  for  the 
eleven  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  city  of  Rome.  It  was  originally 
issued  at  80  grains  weight  but  rose  in  350  a.d.  to  about  100  grains,  then  fell  by 
degrees  to  40  grains  in  355  a.d.  when  it  was  discontinued. 

The  legend  d  .  n  .  constantivs  nob  .  caes.  on  a  coin  of  centenionalis  module 
can  only  refer  to  Constantius  Gallus,  as  Constantius  II  was  only  Caesar  during  the 
lifetime  of  his  father  Constantine  the  Great,  from  324-337  a.d. 

Upon  his  father’s  death  in  337  a.d.  he  became  Augustus  of  the  eastern  portion 
of  the  Empire  and  all  his  centenionales  have  legend  ending  in  avg.  as  on  the  first 
striking  of  this  coin. 

The  concise  history  of  Constantius  Gallus  which  heads  the  list  of  coins  in  Seaby’s 
Roman  Coins  and  Their  Values  sums  up  the  known  facts  of  his  life  very  well,  and  I 
could  not  do  better  than  quote  this : 

“Flavius  Claudius  Constantius,  originally  named  Gallus,  a  cousin  of  Constantius 
II,  Gallus  was  given  the  rank  of  Caesar  in  March  351,  and  at  the  same  time  his 
name  was  changed  to  Constantius.  He  was  made  Governor  of  the  eastern  pro¬ 
vinces  and  took  up  his  residence  in  Antioch,  but  his  rule  was  so  harsh  and 
oppressive  that  his  subjects  complained  to  the  emperor  of  their  treatment. 
Constantius  thereupon  wrote  to  the  Caesar,  requesting  his  presence  in  Milan, 
and  had  him  arrested  on  the  journey.  At  Pola,  in  Istria,  he  was  tried,  condemned 
and  put  to  death  (winter  a.d.  354)”. 

Unfortunately,  here  in  Australia  we  do  not  see  enough  of  these  coins  to  be  able 
to  say  whether  overstriking  is  common,  the  ordinary  coins  of  this  type  are  fairly 
common,  but  this  is  the  first  that  I  have  seen  overstruck.  What  was  the  reason  ? 
Was  it  due  to  shortage  of  coining  metal,  or  was  it  just  another  example  of  the  arro¬ 
gance  with  which  Constantius  Gallus  treated  his  subjects  ?  Did  he  have  ideas  of 
usurping  the  throne,  and  was  this  perhaps  another  reason  for  his  execution  by 
Constantius  II  in  354  a.d.  ? 
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A  SPIRITUOUS  PILGRIMAGE.

On  September  14th,  1968,  at  the  end  of  the  “Holy  Hour”,  a  dedicated  little 
band  of  members  of  the  Numismatic  Society  of  Ireland  assembled  under  the  Ballast 
Office  clock  in  Westmoreland  Street,  Dublin.  The  gathering  had  been  convened  by 
Dr.  A.  E.  Went  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  long  overdue  tour  of  the  surviving 
Dublin  pubs  which  had  issued  tavern  tokens  in  the  last  century.  For  the  uninitiated 
who  are  unfamiliar  with  this  highly  specialised  branch  of  numismatics,  an  explanation 
is  perhaps  necessary.  In  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century  it  had  been  customary 
for  many  Dublin  publicans  to  provide  facilities  for  bagatelle  and  other  games  to 
entertain  their  patrons,  and  it  was  usual  for  the  latter  to  make  small  wagers  on  the 
result.  It  was,  however,  illegal  to  gamble  for  money,  and  accordingly  the  hostelries 
usually  provided  copper  tokens  which  could  be  exchanged  for  drinks.  These  tokens 
which  were  nearly  all  manufactured  by  the  firm  of  Parkes,  also  had  a  secondary 
function  as  they  provided  advertisement  for  the  house. 

Our  genial  menter  and  guide  was,  as  it  happens,  an  authority  on  these  pieces, 
and  in  addition  to  a  formidable  record  of  publication  on  the  subject,  he  possessed  a 
large  collection  of  them.  Before  coming  out  he  had  armed  himself  with  a  copy  of 
French’s  Tavern  Tokens  and  in  addition,  had  filled  his  pockets  with  tokens  in  the 
hope  of  dazzling  the  various  publicans  into  providing  free  drinks  for  the  party 
(this  hope  subsequently  proved  to  be  in  vain). 

Thus  it  was  with  light  hearts  and  in  eager  anticipation  of  the  joys  to  come  (not 
all  of  them  numismatic),  the  little  group  set  out  on  its  journey.  At  this  stage,  it 
consisted  of  sixteen  souls  in  all  including  several  wives  and  one  fiancee;  a  most 
unusual  circumstance  as  the  fair  sex  is  not  usually  well  represented  at  Society  func¬ 
tions,  and  one  which  illustrated  the  fact  that  the  quest  was  of  an  unusual  nature. 

The  first  port  of  call  was  the  Trinity  Bar  in  Trinity  Street,  a  fine  example  of  an 
old  fashioned  Dublin  pub  where  ornate  mirrors  reflected  the  cheerful  glow  of  glass 
bottles  and  ancient  mahogany.  This  noble  hostelry  was  presided  over  by  a  jovial 
host,  rubicund  of  visage,  who  welcomed  us,  almost  literally,  with  open  arms  on 
viewing  his  predecessor’s  token.  A  most  agreeable  three  quarters  of  an  hour  followed 
in  these  mellow  surroundings,  and  it  was  only  with  the  greatest  of  difficulty  that  our 
guide  persuaded  some  of  the  party  to  move.  This  somewhat  diminished  group 
proceeded  via  Wicklow  Street  to  the  site  of  the  now  vanished  National  Hotel  and 
Tavern  in  Duke  Street,  and  from  thence  to  Chatham  Street  where  we  viewed  the 
site  of  Duffey’s,  now  a  butcher’s  shop;  the  staff,  entrenched  behind  mounds  of 
sausages  and  mutton  chops,  exchanged  ribaldries  with  the  group  staring  in  through 
the  plate  glass  window. 

Onward,  ever  onward,  we  went  viewing  with  increasing  intolerance,  the  sites  of 
vanished  pubs,  now  beerless  and  sterile,  until  we  reached  the  Ormond  Hotel  via 
Capel  Street  Bridge,  pausing  only  to  lean  over  the  parapet  in  order  to  shout  en¬ 
couragement  to  some  stragglers  from  a  canoe  race  held  on  the  Liffey  that  day.  The 
Ormond  Hotel  had  changed  sadly  since  the  days  it  had  issued  tokens  but  at  least  it 
still  provided  drink  in  a  chrome  and  plastic  bar  where  demure  young  ladies  primly 
sipped  their  vodka  mixtures.  Here  the  production  of  the  relevant  tokens  to  a  coolly 
efficient  manager,  well  versed  in  the  antics  of  Dublin  pub  habitues,  produced  a 
polite  though  practised  brush-off.  We  downed  our  beers,  and  thus  refreshed  our  little 
partly,  further  diminished  in  numbers,  set  off  down  Capel  Street.  Again  the  same 
heartrending  story  of  vanished  pubs,  and  with  each  one  the  party  grew  more  threaten¬ 
ing,  so  that  by  the  time  we  had  reached  O’Connell  Street,  the  mood  was  positively 
ugly,  and  murmurs  rose  against  our  guide  such  as  “Debag  him”  and  “Throw  him 
in  the  Liffey”. 
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The  party  was  however  somewhat  mollified  to  hear  that  we  were  finally  nearing 
a  pub  where  drink  was  still  available.  This  was  in  Cathedral  Street,  formerly  Elephant 
Lane  (no  doubt  a  happy  association  for  the  bibulous),  where  we  were  rejoined  by 
stragglers  from  the  party  who  had  dropped  off  at  various  points  along  the  route. 
With  beer  and  the  hard  stuff  once  more  f  reely  available  good  humour  again  prevailed 
and  our  guide  was  quite  forgiven.  The  party  was  further  improved  by  the  fortunate 
arrival  of  an  itinerant  vendor  of  shellfish  with  his  basket  crammed  full  of  oysters  and 
Dublin  Bay  prawns,  crying  his  wares  as  Molly  Malone  had  done  before  him.  These 
wares  were  eagerly  seized  upon,  certain  current  coins  of  the  realm  changing  hands  in 
the  process.  The  wanderers,  now  firmly  settled,  proceeded  to  make  up  lost  ground 
and  it  was  only  with  extreme  reluctance  that  your  chronicler  succeeded  in  extricating 
himself  from  this  most  agreeable  gathering  whose  subsequent  activities  must  remain 
shrouded  in  obscurity. 


BRITANNIA  AND  SVEA.

Britannia  is  to  Great  Britain  as  Svea  is  to  —  ?  The  answer  to  this  “eleven-plus” 
type  of  question  is,  of  course,  Sweden.  But  from  the  numismatic  point  of  view,  one 
may  go  a  step  further  and  say  that  Britannia  and  Svea  are  identical  twins.  Not  only 
do  they  look  almost  alike  on  the  respective  coinages  of  England  and  Sweden,  but  the 
metal  from  which  both  of  these  coinages  were  made  issued  forth  from  the  same  dark 
womb — the  copper  mines  of  Dalarna. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  the  first  regal  copper  halfpence  and  farthings  in 
England  were  struck  as  a  regular  issue  in  1672,  during  the  reign  of  Charles  II,  from 
dies  engraved  by  Roettier.  Sir  Matthew  Hale,  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  England,  while 
compiling  his  monumental  work  Historia  Flacitorum  Coronae  (Pleas  of  the  Crown), 
considered  the  event  of  sufficient  importance  and  legal  significance  to  incorporate 
into  his  text  the  following  paragraph : 

“While  I  write  this  a  proclamation  hath  issued  dated  16  August,  1672,  whereby 
copper  coin  of  half-pence  and  farthings  near  the  intrinsic  value  is  proclaimed  in 
these  words :  ‘We  do  by  this  our  royal  proclamation  declare,  publish  and  authorise 
the  said  half-pence  and  farthings  of  copper  so  coined,  and  that  the  same  from 
and  after  16th  August  shall  pass  and  be  received  in  all  payments,  bargains  and 
exchanges  to  be  made  between  our  subjects,  which  shall  be  under  the  value  of 
six-pence,  and  not  otherwise  nor  in  any  other  manner’;  how  far  this  makes  it 
current  money  videbimus  infra”. 

The  new  coins  were  minted  at  the  rate  of  40  halfpence  or  80  farthings  to  the 
pound  avoirdupois. 

The  figure  of  Britannia  appearing  on  the  reverse  of  the  coins  was  derived  from 
the  Roman  propaganda  sestertii  of  Antoninus  Pius.  It  has  long  been  considered  that 
the  model  for  Roettier’s  Britannia  was  Frances  Teresa  Stuart,  the  inspiration  of 
contemporary  poets  and  artists,  and  the  king’s  favourite  at  court  (though  not  his 
mistress)  from  1663  until  she  eloped  with  and  married  the  Duke  of  Richmond  and 
Lennox  in  1667.  She  returned  to  court  in  1668,  remaining  there  into  the  reign  of 
James  II. 

On  25th  February,  1667,  Samuel  Pepys  wrote  in  his  Diary: 

“At  my  goldsmith’s  did  observe  the  King’s  new  medall,  where,  in  little,  there  is 
Mrs.  Stewart’s  face  as  well  done  as  ever  I  saw  anything  in  my  whole  life,  I  think: 
and  a  pretty  thing  it  is,  that  he  should  choose  her  face  to  represent  Britannia  by”. 
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It  is  on  this  flimsy  evidence  alone  that  numismatists  and  learned  writers  alike  have 
built  up  a  myth  which  has  persisted  for  three  hundred  years.  Although  the  use  of 
the  word  “medall”  might  well  put  one  immediately  upon  inquiry,  this  is  not  neces¬ 
sarily  conclusive  against  the  belief,  since  the  expression  was  then  used  indiscriminately 
to  denote  either  a  medal  or  a  coin.  A  number  of  inescapable  facts,  however,  militate 
against  the  Stuart-Britannia  theory  so  heavily  as  to  render  it  virtually  untenable. 
In  the  first  place,  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  that  the  un-prepossessing  lineaments  of 
Britannia  could  possibly  represent  so  accurately  the  universally-acclaimed  beauty  of 
“La  Belle  Stuart”.  Secondly,  the  features  in  question  were  engraved  in  or  about  the 
year  1664,  as  witness  the  fact  that  pattern  farthings  bearing  identical  features  were 
struck  in  silver  in  1664  and  1665 — the  selfsame  patterns  which  were  subsequently 
ridiculed  by  Lord  Lucas  for  their  grandiose  legend,  which  was  eventually  omitted 
from  the  regular  pieces.  Although  Frances  Stuart  was  still  in  favour  with  the  king 
at  this  time,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  die  was  engraved  some  three  years  at  least 
before  Pepys  referred  to  the  “medall”  as  being  new.  Thirdly,  it  is  to  be  noticed  that 
the  entry  was  written  five  and  a  half  years  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  new  coinage 
was  proclaimed  current.  And,  finally — what  would  a  coin  of  this  nature  (even  if  it 
were  a  pattern)  be  doing  in  a  private  goldsmith’s  workshop  in  any  event  ?  It  is  far 
more  probable  that  Pepys  was  referring  to  a  medal  struck  to  commemorate  the  Peace 
of  Breda  in  1667,  this  being  the  year  in  which  his  entry  was  made.  His  final  rueful 
remark  may  well  have  been  a  reference  to  the  elopement,  which  doubtless  displeased 
the  king  in  no  small  measure. 

Returning  to  the  copper  from  which  the  coins  were  struck,  it  is  not  perhaps 
widely  known  that  this  was  imported  from  Sweden  in  blocks.  The  monopoly  of 
copper  mining  in  England  was  in  the  hands  of  Mines  Royal,  a  company  which  had 
neglected  its  activities  since  the  Civil  War.  So  short  were  this  country’s  supplies 
that  the  export  of  copper  was  prohibited  and  the  policy  of  importation  from  Sweden 
for  coinage  purposes  was  maintained  until  1717,  the  year  in  which  the  English  Copper 
Company  secured  a  contract  to  coin  700  tons  of  “dump”  halfpence  and  farthings  at 
£147  per  ton. 

Copper  mining  in  Sweden^  by  contrast,  was  a  thriving  industry  during  the  reign 
of  Gustavus  Adolphus,  being  confined  nevertheless  to  the  Falu  mines  in  the  province 
of  Dalarna  to  the  north-west  of  Stockholm.  The  crossed  arrows  comprising  the  arms 
of  that  province  almost  invariably  appear  on  Swedish  copper  coins  from  the  date  of 
their  introduction  in  1624  to  the  early  nineteenth  century,  bearing  silent  witness  to 
the  fact  that  Dalarna  was  the  constant  source  of  their  substance.  By  necessary 
inference,  the  exported  blocks  must  also  have  derived  from  Dalarna  ore. 

So  much  for  the  general  connection  between  the  copper  coinage  of  Charles  II 
and  that  of  Sweden.  What  of  the  particular  connection  between  Britannia  and  Svea  ? 

In  1709  Sweden,  as  a  result  of  financially  crippling  wars  with  Denmark,  became 
almost  bankrupt  and  called  in  her  silver  coinage.  Baron  Georg  Heinrich  von  Gortz, 
Minister  of  Finance  to  Charles  XII,  formulated  what  was  then  the  revolutionary 
idea  of  replacing  it  with  a  copper  token  coinage  in  which  the  intrinsic  value  of  the 
metal  was  considerably  lower  than  the  face  value  of  the  coins.  These  necessity  pieces, 
of  which  some  42  million  were  struck  between  1716  and  1720  by  Charles  XII  and 
Ulrica  Eleanora,  were  slightly  larger,  thinner  and  lighter  than  the  farthings  of 
Charles  II.  On  the  obverse  appeared  the  inscription  “i  .  daler  s  .  M  .”,  i.e.  1  daler 
solflf  mynt  (one  daler  silver  money).  Minted  by  the  Avesta  Company,  many  of  them 
were  made  from  melted  down  plate  money,  itself  the  produce  of  Dalarna.  For 
obvious  reasons,  they  have  become  known  as  Gortz  dalers.  A  great  number  of  these 
were  subsequently  overstruck  by  Ulrica  Eleanora  and  Frederick  I  with  a  completely 
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new  design  on  both  obverse  and  reverse,  being  reduced  in  value  to  1  ore,  i.e.  &nd 
ot  their  original  face  value.  1  races  of  the  original  designs  are  sometimes  perceptible 
on  the  overstrikes. 

Ten  different  types  ot  obverse  appear  on  the  Gortz  dalers,  including  an  early  one 
portraying  the  figure  of  Svea.  Other  types  portrayed  respectively  an  arched  crown 
(similar  to  that  appearing  on  the  minor  silver  issues  of  1942-50)  and  representations 
of  Saturn,  Jupiter,  Phoebus,  Mars,  Mercury,  Hope  and  warriors  wearing  classical 
military  accoutrements. 

A  comparison  of  the  Charles  II  farthings  and  the  Svea  type  Gortz  dalers  reveals 
a  striking  resemblance  between  the  respective  figures  of  Britannia  and  Svea  (Plate  74). 
The  general  pose,  the  folds  of  the  drapery,  the  bare  right  leg,  the  position  of  the  arms, 
the  angle  of  the  spear,  the  shield — all  are  identical.  Only  the  heads  differ,  that  of 
Svea  being  more  reminiscent  of  Croker’s  Britannia,  as  designed  for  the  Queen  Anne 
farthing  of  1714.  Since  this  was  never  put  into  circulation  owing  to  the  death  of  the 
Queen,  the  head  of  Svea  could  hardly  have  been  copied  from  it.  Such  head  could, 
however,  have  been  copied  from  the  “dumps”  of  George  I.  The  remainder  of  the 
design  was  without  doubt  a  plagiarism  of  Roettier’s  piototype — influenced,  one 
may  surmise,  by  coins  taken  back  into  Sweden  as  souvenirs  by  the  sailors  bringing 
copper  to  our  shores. 

Was  it  by  accident  or  design,  one  wonders,  that  the  appearance  of  Svea  coincided 
with  the  discontinued  use  of  Swedish  copper  for  the  coinage  of  England  ? 


MEDALS  FOR  LONG  SERVICE  AND  GOOD  CONDUCT 
TO  THE  MILITIA  AND  IMPERIAL  YEOMANRY.

The  Militia  Long  Service  Medal 

In  1904  King  Edward  VII  authorised  in  Army  Order  211  of  1904  a  new  Long 
Service  Medal  to  be  awarded  to  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  of  good 
character  in  the  Militia;  the  medal  was  to  be  known  as  The  Militia  Long  Service 
Medal.  The  medal  bore  the  effigy  of  King  Edward  VII  on  the  obverse  and  on  the 
reverse  the  inscription,  “Militia,  for  Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct”,  and  the 
order  laid  down  that  a  “blue”  ribbon  was  to  be  worn  with  the  medal.  To  qualify 
for  the  reward  the  recipient  had  been  serving  on  or  after  the  9th  November,  1904, 
and  have  completed  18  years’  service  and  attended  at  least  15  trainings. 

The  general  instructions  contained  in  this  Army  Order  of  1904  made  it  clear 
that  the  award  was  only  to  be  made  as  a  reward  for  long  and  efficient  service  with 
irreproachable  character  and  conduct,  and  that  general  officers  commanding  would 
recommend  only  those  who  had  proved  themselves  worthy  of  this  distinction  during 
the  whole  of  their  service.  It  further  laid  down  that  service  with  the  Regular  Army 
would  not  count  towards  qualifying  service,  but  service  with  the  Auxiliary  Forces 
including  those  that  had  service  qualifying  for  the  Colonial  Auxilliary  Forces  Long 
Service  Medal  would  be  elligible  for  the  award  providing  at  least  5  years  had  been 
served  in  the  branch  of  the  service  in  which  the  application  for  the  medal  was  made. 
It  was  also  necessary  that  any  service  to  qualify  had  not  been  broken  for  periods  of 
more  than  12  months,  except  service  in  the  Regular  Army  of  more  than  12  months, 
although  not  to  count,  would  not  debar  eligibility. 

In  an  order  issued  in  1906  the  grant  of  the  medal  was  extended  to  certain 
Militia  Forces  Overseas. 
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Army  Order  186  of  1930  authorised  by  King  George  V  instituted  a  new  medal 
to  be  called  The  Efficiency  Medal  and  replaced  a  number  of  long  service  medals 
which  had  up  to  that  time  been  issued,  one  of  these  medals  that  it  replaced  was  this 
medal  The  Militia  Long  Service  Medal. 

The  Imperial  Yeomanry  Long  Service  Medal 

Army  Order  211  of  1904  already  referred  to  also  authorised  the  award  of  a  new 
long  service  medal  to  be  awarded  to  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  of  good 
character  in  the  Imperial  Yeomanry;  the  medal  was  to  be  known  as  The  Imperial 
Yeomanry  Long  Service  Medal.  The  medal  bore  the  effigy  of  King  Edward  VII 
on  the  obverse  and  on  the  reverse  the  inscription  “Imperial  Yeomanry,  for  Long 
Service  and  Good  Conduct”  and  was  suspended  from  a  “yellow”  ribbon.  To 
qualify  for  the  award  the  recipient  had  to  be  serving  on  or  after  the  9th  November, 
1904,  and  have  completed  10  years’  service  and  a  minimum  of  10  training. 

The  general  instructions  covering  the  award  and  eligibility  for  this  medal  were 
identical  to  those  covering  the  award  of  The  Militia  Long  Service  Medal. 

General 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  ascertain  with  any  certainty  when  these  two  medals 
became  obsolete.  According  to  Army  Order  186  of  1930  it  says  that  the  Efficiency 
Medal  replaced  the  Militia  Long  Service  Medal,  but  only  by  inference  does  it  also 
include  the  Imperial  Yeomanry  Long  Service  Medal.  Similarly  authoritative  text 
books  vary  on  this  matter  and  even  the  same  books  contradict  themselves.  It  is 
considered  they  were  discontinued  in  1908  to  British  Units  upon  the  passing  of  the 
Territorial  and  Reserve  Forces  Act  1907  and  when  in  1908  the  Territorial  Efficiency 
Medal  was  instituted.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Roman  Hoard  from  Sheppey.  I  thought  you  might  be  interested  in  the  news  of  a  new 
discovery  of  a  hoard  of  roman  coins.  They  were  found  by  a  Mr.  J.  Brett  of  Northfleet,  Kent, 
on  the  foreshore  at  Leysdown,  Isle  of  Sheppey. 

I  am  engaged  at  the  moment  with  the  work  of  recovering  them  from  the  deep  mud  in 
which  they  lay  and  so  far  the  hoard  totals  408  coins.  The  dates  range  from  a.d.  100-a.d.  200 
and  they  are  mainly  sestertius  with  a  few  dupondius.  Three  scarce  coins  have  been  noted, 
Didia  Clara,  Galerius-Antomus,  and  Lucilla,  in  the  initial  examination  of  them. 

The  hoard  has  been  sent  to  Maidstone  Museum  for  study  and  classification. — Wilfred  Gee. 

A  Civil  War  Hoard  from  Sheppey.  I  was  very  pleased  last  week  to  be  involved  slightly 
in  the  discovery  of  a  hoard  of  coins — my  official  involvement  is  in  being  the  Architect  to  a 
School  we  are  building  on  the  site  of  the  discovery,  and  the  hoard  itself  is  of  the  coins  in  which 
I  am  particularly  interested  as  a  collector. 

The  hoard  was  found  about  18"  below  the  ground  in  an  inverted  earthenware  jar  standing 
on  half  a  roofing  tile.  415  silver  coins  were  found,  from  Edward  VI  (fine  coinage)  to  Charles  I, 
and  seemed  to  be  shillings  and  halfcrowns — a  very  cursory  examination  suggest  the  latest 
mint  marks  to  be  “eye”  or  “sun”. 

This  suggests  that  the  possible  date  for  the  concealment  of  the  hoard  was  in  1648  (the 
second  Civil  War)  or  perhaps  in  1667,  when  die  Dutch  under  Admiral  de  Ruyter  occupied 
Sheerness,  which  is  only  about  two  miles  away.  However,  the  coins  have  been  seized  by  the 
Coroner  and  are  at  present  with  the  British  Museum,  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  their  report. 
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It  will  be  of  even  greater  interest  if  the  original  owner  of  these  coins  could  be  established, 
and  I  shall  be  happy  to  hear  from  any  of  your  readers  who  can  suggest  how  we  might  establish 
the  owner  or  occupier  of  what  is  now  Clarke’s  Farm  in  the  Isle  of  Sheppey. — Peter  E.  Leach. 

[P.S. — May  I  complete  your  recent  correspondence  on  the  place  “the  Downs”.  This 
surely  is  the  well-known  anchorage  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Thames  just  off  Deal,  where 
for  centuries  sailing  ships  have  anchored  awaiting  a  favourable  wind  in  the  Channel. — P.E.L.]. 

With  reference  to  my  earlier  letter  on  the  finding  of  a  hoard  at  Sheppey — the  inquest  has 
now  been  held,  and  as  expected  the  coins  have  been  declared  Treasure  Trove. 

The  County  Archivist  for  the  Kent  County  Council  has  been  able  to  throw  a  surprising 
amount  of  light  on  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  this  site,  which  has  quite  a  long  history. 

A  deed  of  1631  shows  it  to  have  been  purchased  by  Sir  Edward  Hales  of  Tunstall  (believed 
to  have  had  Royalist  sympathies)  in  whose  family  it  remained  until  1675.  In  that  year  it  was 
conveyed  to  Gerard  Gore,  Esq.,  whose  family  retained  it  for  nearly  a  century. 

The  Hales  did  not  live  on  the  farm  and  the  1631  deed  shows  it  to  be  then  in  the  occupation 
of  Elizabeth  Bateman,  widow.  According  to  the  Minster  Parish  Church  registers  Elizabeth 
Bateman  was  buried  on  April  9th,  1650,  and  the  terms  of  her  will  suggest  that  she  still  had  an 
interest  in  Clarke’s  Farm. 

Her  husband’s  will,  proved  in  1630,  shows  him  to  have  been  a  relatively  wealthy  man 
which  is  significant,  and  this  together  with  the  probability  that  she  was  living  on  the  farm  at 
the  time  of  her  death,  does  at  least  suggest  that  she  may  have  hidden  the  coins.  We  shall,  of 
course,  never  know  the  truth. — Peter  E.  Leach. 

The  Canterbury  Mint  in  the  Reigns  of  Henry  I  and  Stephen.  In  the  British  Museum 
Catalogue  of  Norman  Coins,  page  cciii,  Dr.  Brooke  in  a  footnote  records  a  coin  of  the  Canter¬ 
bury  moneyer  wulfwine  in  Henry  I,  Type  VI  as  having  been  in  a  sale  at  Sotheby’s,  March 
7th,  1894  (Lot  73);  also  in  B.AI.C.  there  is  a  coin  of  the  same  moneyer  in  Stephen,  Type  I 
( B.M.C .  15). 

I  have  been  unable  to  trace  the  whereabouts  of  the  Henry  I,  Type  VI  coin;  however  I 
have  recently  acquired  a  coin  of  Henry  I,  Type  XV,  which  Mr.  F.  Elmore  Jones  has  kindly 
examined  and  which,  although  not  fully  legible,  he  reads  as  being  +  pvlfpbe  :  on  :  eanpa. 
This  helps  to  bridge  the  gap  between  Henry  I,  Type  VI,  and  Stephen,  Type  I,  and  I  have  written 
this  brief  note  in  the  hope  that  other  ‘missing  links’  will  come  to  light. — A.  Byde. 

A  Commonwealth  Error  Shilling.  I  have  a  Commonwealth  shilling  of  1654  with  an 
error  inscription  which  is  an  interesting  variation  of  No.  992  in  the  English  Silver  Coinage, 
2nd  edition. 

The  inscription  reads  ‘commonwealth  oenglannd’  and  presumably  having  missed  out 
the  ‘f’  in  ‘of’  the  die  maker  added  an  extra  ‘n’  in  order  to  balance  the  lettering. 

I  wonder  if  any  of  your  readers  have  come  across  this  particular  error. — W.  A.  Glover. 

Legal  Tender.  Some  remarks  on  the  passage  ‘Netherlands’  in  Inflation  and  Legal 
Tender ,  by  Mr.  Graham  Teasdill,  in  your  Bulletin  of  October,  1968: 

The  25  and  10  cents  since  1948  are  99%  nickel,  not  cupro-nickel  like  the  shillings.  You 
can  easily  test  this  with  a  magnet. 

There  were  not  250,600,000  but  only  212,000,000  coins  struck  with  date  1948  and  Queen 
Wilhelmina’s  portrait.  Though  very  high  numbers  of  coins  were  struck  in  recent  years  (1966/67 
434,000,000),  the  Wilhelmina  coins  begin  to  run  scarce  at  this  moment:  amongst  the  40  non¬ 
silver  coins  in  my  purse,  I  found  only  one  with  Wilhelmina’s  portrait! 

Since  January  19th,  1960,  no  coins  struck  before  1948  are  legal  tender.  The  bank  pays  only 
80%  of  nominal  value  of  this  coin  if  they  occur.  I  have  not  seen  any  silver  piece,  or  pre-war 
cent,  in  circulation  during  the  last  3  years. 

In  August  1968,  a  new  nickel  gulden  came  into  circulation;  next  year  it  is  to  be  followed 
by  a  nickel  rykes/daalder  (2-J  gld.):  guldens,  dated  1967! 

There  is  some  pressure  to  introduce  a  circulating  commemoration  silver  5  gulden  piece: 
this  would  be  very  useful  at  the  railway  station  ticket  automats! — K.  A.  H.  W.  Leenders. 


NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


The  British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  September  meeting 
of  the  Society,  Mr.  Michael  Dolley,  M.R.I.A.,  read  a 
paper  by  himself  and  a  scientific  colleague,  Mr.  W.  D. 
Hackmann,  which  looked  into  the  various  historical 
problems  posed  by  the  Anglo-Irish  coinages  of  Henry 
VIII.  It  was  argued  that  the  initials  of  Henry’s  queens 
which  appear  on  the  “harps”  and  “half-harps”  must 
be  those  of  Anne  Boleyn,  Jane  Seymour,  and  Katherine 
Howard,  and  that  the  coinage  began  circa  1534.  The 
Carlyon-Britton  ordering  of  the  coins  was  generally 


vindicatea,  and  in  places  clinched  by  new  evidence,  as, 
for  example,  the  die-linking  of  the  “half-harps”  with 
initials  “h  a”  and  “h  i”.  Mr.  Dolley  disagreed  however, 
with  some  of  the  late  Mr.  Carlyon-Britton’s  argumenta¬ 
tion,  and  also  differed  from  the  late  Dr.  G  C  Brooke’s 
interpretation  of  the  evidence  relating  to  the  date  when 
the  tominus  title  disappears  from  the  coins.  It  was 
further  suggested  that  there  are  very  close  parallels 
between  the  progressive  debasement  of  the  Anglo-Irish 
coins  and  Henry’s  manipulation  ol  the  English  coinage. 
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The  last  section  of  the  paper  reviewed  the  light 
thrown  on  the  series  by  a  determination  of  the  specific 
gravities  or  densities  of  the  individual  coins.  The 
conclusion  here  is  that  the  determination  of  the  specific 
gravity  of  single  pieces  taken  at  random  over  an  extended 
series  struck  in  silver/copper  alloys  of  unknown  fineness 
cannot  produce  results  commensurate  w'ith  the  labour 
involved,  and  certainly  the  application  of  the  method 
to  a  heterogeneous  series  produced  at  numerous  mints 
over  a  number  of  years,  for  example  the  later  Anglo- 
Saxon,  must  produce  results  without  validity  and  even 
misleading  where  not  patently  ludicrous. 

Chelmsford  and  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  At  the  Second 
Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  above  Society,  a 
resolution  to  change  the  name  of  the  Society  to  “The 
Essex  Numismatic  Society”  was  carried  by  an  over¬ 
whelming  majority. 

The  reasons  for  the  change  of  name  are  as  follows : 

1.  Due  to  the  fact  that  Chelmsford  is  the  central  point 
of  Essex,  we  draw  our  members  literally  from  all 
parts  of  the  county  and  so  the  original  name  is  no 
longer  applicable. 

2.  It  is  felt  that  the  many  collectors  throughout  Essex, 
who  have  no  Society  in  their  area,  may  be  encouraged 
to  join  a  Numismatic  Society  which  obviously  caters 
for  all  classes  of  collectors,  from  all  parts  of  the  county. 

3.  Chelmsford  is  the  County  Town  of  Essex. 

4.  The  Chelmsford  Society  was  the  first  to  be  formed 
in  Essex. 

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  At  a  meeting  on  12th  October, 
in  Leeds,  a  tribute  was  paid  to  James  Digby  Firth,  the 
last  founder  member  of  the  Society,  past  Secretary  and 
past  President,  who  had  died  on  30th  September  at  the 
age  of  91.  A  good  innings — and  a  sad  loss  to  us  all. 

We  were  privileged  to  hear  a  paper  from  Peter  Seaby 
on  the  Baronial  Coinages  of  Stephen.  The  particular 
aspect  of  this  deep  subject  dealt  with  was  the  group  of 
irregular  issues  attributed  to  York. 

Mr.  Seaby  spoke  of  doubts  held  by  some  modern 
numismatists  of  the  correctness  of  this  attribution,  how 
the  attribution  was  based  on  the  eboraci  reading  on 
some  of  the  coins  and  how  these  series  were  quite  out 
of  context  with  the  mint  distribution  of  regular  and 
irregular  types  of  the  period.  He  went  on  to  a  detailed 
examination  of  sources  embracing  Irish,  Welsh  and 
Norse  annals  and  showed  substantial  grounds  for  a 
Welsh  efroc,  or  ebroc,  ebrauc,  evrawc  as  the  name  form 
varied. 

A  series  of  slides  examined  the  readings,  ornaments 
and  designs  on  the  coins  and  the  recurrence  of  a  name 
was  seen  which  could  be  associated  with  a  known 
holder  of  land,  of  Flemish  blood,  in  Pembrokeshire. 
The  son  of  this  man,  around  1140,  founded  the  hospice 
of  the  Knights  Hospitallers  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem 
at  Slebech.  Discussion  turned  to  the  coins  of  Eustace, 
one  obverse  of  which  clearly  reads  ioanis,  and  which 
carry  a  beast  rampant  (generally  taken  to  be  a  lion) 
trampling  some  objects  underfoot.  We  know  that  the 
Empress  Maud  left  the  country  in  1145  after  settling 
the  succession  of  her  son  Henry  and  that  the  second 
crusade  began  in  1147.  Other  coins  in  this  group  show 
two  figures  one  possibly  a  Knight  and  the  other  robed. 
It  was  suggested  that,  from  comparison  with  near 
contemporary  Danish  coins,  we  have  here  a  knight 


receiving  the  blessing  of  the  Church  rather  than  showing 
the  King  and  his  Queen. 

Mr.  Seaby,  in  a  marathon  paper,  gave  clear  grounds 
for  a  re-examination  of  the  series  against  the  suggestions 
he  had,  with  qualification,  put  forward.  Mr.  George 
Firth  exhibited  some  English  hammered  coins  of  the 
highest  rarity  which  included  one  attributed  to  Robert 
ae  Stuteville.  Also  displayed,  for  good  measure,  were 
coins  of  offa,  including  one  of  Cynefrith,  a  Rainault 
and  others.  Such  a  feast  is  rare  indeed.
